Leo Laughlin at^the 
I^ureau to advise himtfiat up to January 20, 1949, although we had 
interviewed CHAMBERSf?oteadily, his expenses of travel, plus $5 per day 
subsistence, had b^n paid by the Chief Clerk of the Court, -Sou thorn 
District of New York, on the basis of the Grand Jury subpoena. However, 
since January 20, he has only appeared five times before the Graid Jury. 
Ihe rest of the time we have interviewed Mm and hft'has come te-New Tork 
^^at T)ur request, llr. Done can has advised that h? would be open to 
criticism if the expenses of these additional appeaclnces in New York 
were pgid for^inder the Grand Jury, subpoena • " !** 

.Mr. Laughlfn was: advised that. a day '^by day check of the. time 
CHAMBERS has spent in New York City reflects a total of ©40 due hiju-now, 
through Apill & £91 of thie can be handled under the Grand Juiy subpoena, 
but the remaining $249 we believe should be handled by the Bureau. I 
pointed out that each round trip from Westminister, Maryland is $22 and 
the remeinder is subsistence at the rate of t5 a day. I pointed out that 
it actually costs CHAMBERS more than this but we feel he should not stand 
this cost himself and that we should at least reimburse him for train fare 
plus €5 per day. I advised further we should be. finished with CHAMBERS 
late this week, so there will probably be another ^50 or less. I requested 
authority to pay CHAMBERS from the Confidential. Fond. Mr. Laughlin advised 
the Bureau would, take this under consideratioiu .
